> The Senate Labor-Manageiment Subcommittee has turned in 
a réport unanimously endorsing the principle of organized labor

full representation on, government bodies formulating 


and administering mobilization policies. 
Senator Robert A. Taft, however, in a supplement to this re- 


port, criticized the assumption®— 


that labor, management and the 
public should have equal represen- 
tation on the Wage Stabilization 
Board. He suggested that perhaps 


the public should have a larger rep- | 


resentation than labor and man- 
agement. 

“In many cases,” sald Taft, “the 
interésts of both labor and manage- 
ment are to settle the dispute and 
pass the costs on to the public. In 
these tripartite boards, labor and 
Mahagement representatives can 
outvote the public representatives. 
Thus the entite stabilization pro- 
gram may be scuttied.” 

Meanwhile, the Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board of 18 members recently 
set up after the two-month dispute 
over the 10 per cent limit set on 
wage rises by the first board of nine 
members, is going ahead struggling 
with the 1200 cases that have 
piled up. 

AFL STRIKES 


AFL unions have been in the 
headlines with strikes in various 
parts of the country. 

Elevator operators belonging to 
the Building Service Employes 
struck many of the big buildings in 
New York, there was walking up 
and down for a while, but within 
some hours the union’s points were 
met. 

In Detroit the strike of the AFL 
bus drivers on the municipal lines 
has been that city’s main interest 
for some time. In Chicago the milk 
wagon drivers struck, and the 
Mayor called conferences. 


TOBIN ON M’ARTHUR 

In San Francisco the convention 
of the AFL Railway Clerks got 
under way, with Secretary of Labor 
Maurice J. Tobin one of the speak- 
ers. 

Tobin told the 1200 delegates 
meeting in their quadrennial gath- 
ering that “great generals some- 
times fade away, but the problems 
that confront a great nation live 
on.” 

The Secretary of Labor declared 
that challenges to the Administra- 
tion’s policy in Korea are being 
made in a “highly emotional atmos- 
phére, a burst of political recrim- 
ination, a mass of ticker tape and a 
series of communiques from the 
Waldorf-Astoria,” where MacAr- 
thur's headquarters are located, 


THOSE T-H AFFIDIAVITS 

The Supreme Court Monday set- 
tled a point that had already been 
settled in practice, but the principle 
of the matter remained important. 
The court held that under the Taft- 
Hartley Act not only must officers 
of bargaining unions sign non-Com- 
munist affidavits, but also the offi- 
cials of “parent” federations, such 
as the AFL and CIO, must sign 
aiich affidavits. 

The AFL and CIO top officials 
have already sighed them some 
time back, but a case coming up 
from the lower court had not been 
settled. Moreover, it clarifies the 
issue for the future. Officials of 
both organizations have on the 
whole objected to signing them on 
the ground that employers’ leaders 
are not compelled to sign any such 
statements. 

BEEF AND BOMBS 

Monday the new beef price con- 
trol program went into effect. The 
meat industry claimed it faced ruin 
and the people faced famine and 
black markets, and some critics on 


the consumer side said that the 
program actually raises the price of 
beef for the time being, at least. 

But the President said the pro- 
gram was going into effect, no mat- 
ter how many howls there were. 

On the general defense front, as 
distinguished from the immediate 
fighting, a bomb test was made in 
the Pacific on which Congressman 
Jackson (Dem., Wash.) reported on 
returning from that ocean. 

Jatkson said that the test proved 
the mighty bomb can be used for 
tactical work. He said that it also 
gave more light on civilian defense 
problems. 

MARSHALL VS. M’ARTHUR 

In Congress, General Marshall, 
Secretary of Defense, told the joint 
Foreign Affairs and Armed Forces 
Committee of the Senate more about 
the clash between the Administra- 
tion’s views and those of MacAr- 
thur. There was some feeling that 
the hysteria surrounding the Mac- 
Arthur episode was dying down, but 
this remained to be seen. 

In general, Marshall’s contention 
is that the steps and non-steps of 
the Administration to which Mac- 
Arthur objects are part of a con- 
sistent policy to try to avoid spread- 
ing the Korean war into World 
War III. 

The Ways and Means Committee 
of the House was voting on various 
proposals to raise taxes on all tax- 
payers. The Administration has con- 
tended that the House action is 
long overdue in view of the need 
for curbing inflation and meeting 
the Korean situation. 

BRITAIN AND U.S. 

The discussion of the shipment of 
rubber and other supplies useful in 
war continued, with Britain getting 
criticized for having let so much 
rubber go to Réd China from Brit- 
ish possessions. The British seem 
to be falling in line with demands 
of the U.S., but are glum about it. 
They say Indonesia will supply rub- 
ber to Red China if their colonies 
don’t. 

The British trouble over oil in 
Iran continued, with the U.S. look- 
ing on anxiously, as the oil is im- 
portant, it was figured, to the en- 
tire alliance against Soviet Russia. 

In Korea, figures were issued 


showing that the Red Chinese cas- 
ualties have been immensely heav- 
ier than ours, and that the enemy 
lost some 68,000 men in the abor- 
tive spring offensive, first phase,

tion of Reynolds, and that our can- 
didates are under his domination. 

Every time they said that during 
this peng tag they said a lie, a de- 
liberate lie, for they knew very well 
what they were saying in their 
smear was not the truth. 


Jack Reynolds is not the boss of 
the labor movement in Oakland or 
in Alameda County. No one man, 
no small clique of men, can boss 
organized labor here. We have in 
the AFL here a large political com- 
mittee made up of representatives 
from both the Central Labor Coun- 
cil and the Building Trades Coun- 
cil. Reynolds was only one man on 
that large committee which récom- 
mended the re-election of Smith, 
Pease, Sweeney. Every recommen- 
dation of that committee has to go 
before the AFL political convention 
here for rejection or acceptance. 


That convention consists of all the | 


delerates from the two AFL Coun- 
cils, hundreds and hundreds of men 
and women. Reynolds had only one 
vote in that big convention. 


REYNOLDS NO “BOSS” 

“No man can establish, or push- 
button control the votes of the AFL 
people. They are a mighty inde- 
pendent lot of people. For example, 
in his own union, in the very last 
election it held, Reynolds had a 
tough fight to be re-elected a dele- 
gate to the Building Trades Coun- 
cil. Other delegates elected along 
with him to that Council from his 
union got more votes than he did. 
He didn’t evén control his own 
union. 

Still another illustration of Reyn- 
olds’ inability to control a voting 
body of AFL people: until the last 
election in the Central Labor Coun- 
cil, of which, as you know, I am the 
secretary, Revnolds held a place on 
one of the Central Labor Council 
committees to which he had been 
elected. But in the last Central 
Labor Council election, when Reyn- 
olds ran for re-election to that com- 
mittee, he was deféated. 

He was Jack Reynolds, whom the 
smearers in this campaign have 
tried to play up as the owner and 
controller of the labor movement. 
But he wasn’t able to hold his seat 
on that committee. Off he went at 
the dictate of a majority of the 
voters in that AFL body. 

In short, Jack Reynolds no more 
controls the AFL in either its eco- 
nomic or political activities this 
year of 1951 than the Communists 
controlled it in the year of 1947, 
four years ago. The cry of Reyn- 
oldsism is as absurd and outrageous 
as the cry of Communism was. 


LIE ABOUT SMITH 

Here's a good illustration of the 
way the lie about Reynoldsism is 
used. A writer for the opposition to 
our candidates ran the statement in 
the daily paper here that City Coun- 
cilman Joseph E, Smith is the only 
lawyer who is permitted to have a 
branch office in the Labor Temple. 
The writer went on to say that 
Smith got that office, and got it 
free, through the influence of Jack 
Reynolds,

U. S. Gov't Release 


Industrial and commercial em- 
ployment on the Pacific Coast rose 
34,000 from February to March. A 
report issued by Max D. Kossoris, 
Western Regional Director of the 
U. S. Department of Labor's Bu- 
reau.of Labor Statistics recently 
showed oveg 4,450,000 at work in 
| Washington, Oregon and California 
in’ March, an increase of 380,000 
1 over the previous year. 


With 27,000 new jobs, California 
was responsible for most of the 
spring increase, of which 10,000 
were in manufacturing. Govern- 
ment in California increased by 11,- 
000 as a result of hirings in defense 
and related agencies. Washington 
showed an increase of 4000 and Ore- 


gon 3000. 
Contract construction reversed 
the normal seasonal trend and 


eased off slightly from February in 
all three states, as the effects of 
Regulation X, which tightened 
credit on residential construction, 
began to be felt. Homes financed 
by commitments rushed under the 
wire just before Regulation X went 
into force last October kept employ- 
ment at an abnormally high level 
during the winter months. With 
completion of these jobs the antici- 
pated slacking off has apparently 
set in. 
CALIFORNIA HIRINGS UP 
Manufacturing declined slightly 
in Washington and Oregon but this 
was more than offset by hirings in 
California, particularly in aircraft 
and machinery. The result was a

In an attempt to get crystal work, 
crystal prices havé béen cut ap- 
proximatély 50 per cent, which 
makes the price of crystals lower 
than any other city on the Pacific 
Coast. You can readily see that 
this will make a very unfair and 
unethical condition, not only for the 
workers, but for the retail jewelry 
industry as well. Yormark arrived 
in San Francisco about a year ago 
and opened a small retail store on 
the upper part of Market street. Be- 
ing unable to make a success of the 
retail business, he decided to do 
three things: (1) open a watch crys- 


tal shop; (2) take in trade watch 
repair; (3) wholesale “Dumont” 
watches. 


As a warning to watchmakers and 
the retail jewelers, I would like to 
remind you that this sort of a cut 
price situation happened a little 
over a year ago in the same build- 
ing, by a party operating under the 
name of the Bear Watch Crystal 
Company. This party had hia office 
closed by the landlord because of 
lack of rent, and the watchmakers 
and jewelérs who had bezels in the 
place had a terrific time getting 
their crystal bezels returned. If I 
remember correctly, it must have 
been two or three months before 
the thing was straightened out.

This local union's travel time is- 
sue with Bechtel Corporation and 
Midwest Pipe and Supply Company, 
involving a favorable decision from 
the Labor Commissioner, also two 
Superior Court cases, one in Ala- 
meda county and the other in San 
Francisco county, where in both in- 
stances temporary relief was denied 
the above-named contractors. The 
issue has finally reached the home 
stretch. 

After a lengthy screening process 
by Bechtel Corporation and Local 
342, an arbitrator has been selected 
and has agreed to decide the “ra- 
dius” issue. 

In accordance with the arbitra- 
tor’s calendar, due to previous ap- 
pointments, on May 28 both the con- 
tractors and this business office, 
through our attorney, James Gal- 
Nano, will present briefs which the 
arbitrator will take under submis- 
sion until June 5. Then, at that 
time, all parties will present any 
oral testimony or answer any ques- 
tions the arbitrator may choose to 
ask. 

This arbitration has taken a while 
longer than we anticipated. How- 
ever, with over a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars involved, who can’t 
wait? The Bechtel Corporation 
wanted to choose an arbitrator at 
our first meeting (one to their lik- 
ing). 

The office has been busy getting 
our new agreemént together and 
will have it réady for your approval 
in the near future. 

Also, we have done some research 
work relative to the national agree- 
ment with Bechtel Corporation, 
which Bechtel states they will sue, 
and we submit the following infor- 
mation: 

First, national contarctors who 
wish to employ the members of the 
United Association will be under an 
agreement guaranteeing them a 
supply of U.A. craftsmen, at all 
times. In turn, these contractors, 
under a national agreement, will be 
expected to use only United Associ- 
ation men on all their work, fabri- 
cating, erecting or installation. 

Second, the standard national 
agreement places a floor under 
wages, hours and working condi- 
tions for those members who are 
employed by national contractors. 
No U.A. member will be asked to 
work for less. When wages of a 


proper local agreement are better, 
then those wages apply. 

Third, local autonomy in collec- 
tivé bargaining with local contrac- 
tors is not only preserved, but is 
stimulated and enhanced.

Fourth, local unions are now as- 
sured that national contractors en- 
tering their territory will contact 
the proper officers of the local un- 
fon to employ its members at na- 
tional minimum rates or local rates 
and under local conditions of em- 
plovment when they are better. 

Fifth, the members of the U.A. 
will no longer be expected to co- 
operate with pipe fabricators who 
operate under unfair conditions. 


Sixth, the jurisdiction of the U. A. 
over all work in the pipe fabrica- 
tion industry will. be more effec- 
tively protected and receive the 
proper building and construction 
wace rate. 

The form of the national agree- 
ment now in use by the United As- 
sociation supplements but in no 
way disturbs or displaces local 
agreements. Therefore, Local Union 
342 will negotiate with local con- 
tractors and national contractors, 
such as Bechtel, and will have to 
work under the conditions negoti- 
ated here in the area. 

The business office has a new 
filing system, pertaining to our out- 
of-work list. It shows on what jobs 
individual members are emploved, 
also, at a glance, shows who is shop 
steward, foreman and how many 
men over 55 years of age are em- 
Ploved on said job. 

We would appreciate it if all 
members over 55 years of age would 
notify our office so that we can 
have our records complete, as we 
have a resolution calling for a ratio 
of one for five over 55 years of age 
on all jobs.

The ‘Big Business assault to stampede “hot cargo” legislation 
through the California Legislature slowed to a crawl when Sen. 
George J. Hatfield (Rep., Madera-Merced) placed SB. 1228 


on the inactive list. 


Over the protests of thousands of labor unionists throughout 


California, the Hatfield bill had 


passed the Senate Labor Com- 
mittee by a 5-to-2 vote. By his ac- 
tion, Hatfield has temporarily with- 
drawn the measure from a Senate 
floor test. However, the author may 
return the bill to active status at 
any time before the Legislative ad- 
journment. 

The Hatfield bill would deny la- 
bor the right to secondary strikes 
and boycotts and also abolish the 
freedoms to picket peacefully, write 
free contracts and publish unfair 
listings. 

NEW THREAT 

A new threat against labor union 
existence and a merciless slaughter 
of 18 AFL bills to liberalize the un- 
employment insurance law featured

Inflation Boosts Army 
Costs 25% In 4 Months 


WASHINGTON (LPA). — Infla- 
tion pushed cost of Army mainte- 
nance up 25 per.cent in four months, 
it was’ revealed by Sen. Joseph C. 
O'Mahoney (Dem., Wyo.), chairman 
of the Joint Committee on the Eco- 
nomic Report. Of the $2,850,869,000 
sought in the fourth supplemental 
appropriation bill, $678,658,910 rep- 
resents the inflationary advance 
since December, he said. 

Senator O'Mahoney estimated the 
cost of regular supplies for the 
Army increased by almost $38,500,- 
000, clothing and equippage by $174,- 
000,000, equipment for Signal Corps 
by $132,000,000, procurement for En- 
gineer service by more than $34,000,- 
000, subsistence by more — than 
$4,000,000 and ammunition and com- 
bat vehicles by more than $294,- 
000,000.

NAME, FEARING WHAT HST

A seasoned editor enjoys getting a hot, sizzling letter telling 
him he’s a scoundrel and that his favorite ideas are haywire. 

Now that the Oakland municipal campaign is over, and that 
there is a momentary lull locally, seems a good time to publish 
for our readers’ edification a letter signed simply “Irate House- 
wife,’ dated May 3.

Truman and Mr. Acheson are, and always will be, the prize 
jackasses of all time. 

“Old soldiers never die, they just fade away,” isn’t that more 
honorable than “Old Captains, that run and hide, on a yacht 

et?” 
2 You also accuse Senator Nixon of being a smear expert. 
What are you, may I ask? 

Just because Mr. Truman is now giving labor a break, you're 
all for him, but you have no business expecting any or all union 
members to back up a man who, in my estimation, is a disgrace 
to his country. 

In closing, I would like to say this: I am one American who 
is sick and tired of being the puppet of stupid, greedy politicians, 
and of an England living off the blood of our American sol- 
diers. Also I shall never read any of your papers again. From 
now on they will be used strictly to line my bird cage.

P.S. I do not sign my name because ! wouldn’t want you or 
your kind to take your revenge out on my husband, having 
seen what your idol, Mr. Truman, does to people who disagree 
with him.

The lady enclosed with her letter a clipping from the Oak- 
land Tribune containing an editorial entitled “Wedemeyer Re- 
port Proves Wrong Those Who Silenced Him, Dismissed 
MacArthur.” 

The lady has underscored the final paragraph of the Tribune 
editorial: 

“We are asked to believe Dean Acheson is right, and Douglas 
MacArthur is wrong, and fail to discover in the record any 
reasons why we should.” 


Under that final marked paragraph, the lady has written: 

“Well???” 

This lady, and presumably her husband, from what she says, 
hold opinions somewhat different from those held by the ma- 
jority of the leaders and the membership of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. But it would ‘be great folly merely to get 
angry at them. 

It is essential to realize that a substantial minority of Ameri- 
can labor people hold just such opinions; that if we who hold 
the opposite opinions fail to talk persuasively and in a true 
democratic spirit to those of our breathren and sisters who hold 
such ideas we are being false to our own principles. 

About one point in the lady's letter we remain inquisitive. 
What are these dire things she thinks that Mr. Truman does 
to those who disagree with him? 

The latest evidence we've had on that point was a press dis- 
patch stating that the White House had announced 85,000 
letters and telegrams had been received on the MacArthur 
matter. And, said the dispatch, the White House announced 
that 55 per cent of the communications favored MacArthur and 
45 per cent favored Truman. 

Would the lady, if she happened to be cleaning out her bird- 
cage, and her eye fell on this fact in this issue of East Bay 
Labor Journal—would she think that such an open, frank state- 
ment as that from the White House is the action of a man who 
is “a disgrace to his country?”

THE PROUDEST BOAST of 
Americans is our school system. 
Compared to what many countries 
have, it is wonderful. Compared 
to what we could and should have 
it is not too wonderful. 

Our “dark continent” is rural ed- 
ucation. Half the nation’s nearly 
1,000,000 school teachers still teach 
in rural schools. 

In spite of unified school districts, 
school buses and various other im- 
provements, our rural schools are in 
most cases well behind city schools 
in the quality of teachers hired and 
their pay—not unrelated items. 

Because of inflation and the high 
cost of buildings, many rural com- 
munities are using schools built 
decades, sometimes even a century, 
ago. They also use barns, garages 
and other unsuitable buildings. 


More important still is the low 
wage scale. That means inevitably 
that the better trained teachers 
gravitate from the coyntry to the 
city, leaving the more poorly pre- 
pared teachers to handle rural edu- 
cation. 

Conditions, as well 
make good teachers 
take country schools. The classes 
are often larger, the teaching day 
usually longer, an@ sometimes the 
rural teacher has two or even three 
grades in her classroom,

Towa, for instance, is one of the 
wealthier rural states. Yet in 1948 
it ranked 87th in average annual 
salaries for teachers. At the same 
time it ranked 27th in income per 
pupil, 

The catch is that 97 per cent of 
all schools in Iowa are one teacher 
schools, many with low enrollments. 

Moreover, 50 per cent of Iowa 
teachers have less than two years 
of college preparation. 

The remedy scems to be in con- 
solidated districts, which can offer 
better buildings, better salaries and 
better teaching conditions.‘ In the 
last five years in Illinois, for in- 
stance, the number of school dis- 
tricts have been reduced from 12,- 
000 to 4500. 

Progress in this direction has also 
been made in many other western 
states, and in South Carolina, in 
the Southern states. 

With such progress we may, in 
time, be able to make good on our 


boasts about our educational sys- 


tem. At present about half the farm | 


population over 25 does not have as 
much as a fifth-grade education. 

This isn’t much education. More- 
over, many of these lag far behind 
even the fifth grade, and some are 
actually illiterates. 

Better methods of organization 
may improve this situation in the 
next few years, and our rural chil- 
dren receive what they deserve—as 
good an education as our city chil- 
dren get.

For as long as the world 
is in this unsettled state, for just 
that long we have got to be pre- 
pared to meet any emergency. 

Giving blood is one way of meet- 
ing one emergency. We've got to 
learn to take it in our stride and 
think of it as a. routine affair,

“VOICE” THROTTLED 


St. Louis Star Times 
A House appropriations sub-com- 
mittee has voted to grant only 


$9,500,000 of the $97,500,000 requested 
by President Truman for expansion 
of the Voice of America. The money 
was sought for what the President 
described as “the final links in a 
ring of radio transmitters and 
equipment for which Congress has 
already appropriated substantial 
sums.” 

Some members of the sub-com- 
mittee explain their action as a pro- 
test against the way the “Voice” 
is run. Obviously, of course, any 
final congressional decision against 
expansion could be held up as a 
move toward economy. 

It is not easy for Congressmen 
or anyone else to say whether or 
not the “Voice” is worth its cost. 
There is substantial evidence, 
though, that it is piercing the Iron 
Curtain. Since 1949 the Russians 
have been. jamming its radio broad- 
casts, and Soviet newspapers and 
magazines have devoted consider- 
able space to attempts to discredit 
the “capitalist-imperialist’ propa- 
ganda of “Voice” programs. 

Who can say how much a $97,- 
500,000 investment might contribute 
to unrest in Moscow-dominated 
lands? Members of the sub-com- 
mittee make no attempt at saying. 
They just don’t like the way the 
Voice of America is run, so they 
vote to deny it funds. Anything that 
holds the remotest possibility of 
winning the cold war before it de- 
generates into a hot one deserves 
more considerate, constructive at- 
tention.

CONGRESS CONTROVERSY 


Representative John J. Allen Jr. writes weekly Letter to Constitu- 
ents, and the Editor of East Bay Journal comments thereon. Para- 
graphs in Mr. Allen’s letter commented on are printed in boldfact. 


Due to the congestion caused by 
the getting out of our special issue 
on the Oakland election last week, 
East Bay Labor Journal failed to 
publish Congressman Allen's Letter 
to Constituents of April 30. As a 
result, we are compelled to consoli- 
date that one with his Letter to 
Constituents of May 7, and will 
publish from each only those por- 
tions on which we comment and 
under each of his statements we 
quote will make our comment im- 
mediately. 


TRANSMIISSION LINES 

Mr. Allen in his letter dated April 
30 says that “we spent most of the 
week on appropriation bill for the 
Department of Interior. The main 
controversy was over the building 
of transmission lines.” He cites 
statements by Congressmen from 
many areas, protesting against the 
building of such lines. He says that 
“an amendment. was offered to 
strike $7,700,000 from the Bonne- 
ville Dam appropriation. It was 
adopted by a vote of 110 to 91. I 
voted against it.” He reports that 
up to the end of that week’s con- 
sideration of the bill “no proposal 
to cut the appropriations had failed 
of adoption.” In his letter of May 7 
Mr. Allen says that “the House took 
two more days to finish the Interior 
Appropriation Bill. An amendment 
to prohibit the construction of pub- 
lic power transmission lines in 
places where private companies had 
existing lines and agreements to 
carry public power was adopted. I 
voted for it.” 

Mr. Allen did a good job for the 
PG&E and for similar subsidiaries 
of the Power Trust all over the 
country when he voted to prevent 
the building of public power lines 
where the private companies have 
transmission lines “and agreements 
to carry public power.” That's the 
current racket of the private utili- 
ties. They originally tried to pre- 
vent the construction of great pub- 
lic dams and projects. But after 
they had failed in that, they de- 
veloped this new racket of hogging 
the power so developed for their 
own lines. That's been going on for 
years. Mr. Allen and his fellow re- 
actionaries have now done their 
best to perpetuate this practice. 
REAL ESTATE! 

Mr. Allen writes: 
| “We also passed a bill that pro- 
vides that the military and civil de- 
;fense establishments must come 
into agreement with the House and 
| Senate Committees on the Armed 
Services before transactions con- 
cerning real property are entered 
into. This procedure gives the Con- 
gress some supervision over the 
real estate transactions. The com- 
mittee recommending the bill con- 


cerning the sale and lease of land 
ended up its report+by saying, this 
is a “committee bill. It does not 
have the endorsement of any of the 
military departments or the Secre- 
tary of Defense. It has not been 
approved by the Bureau of the Bud- 
get and is not in accordance with 
the program of the President.” It 


passed the. House.. unanimously. 
Such independence! Regards.”

about the spectacle of so many Con- 
gressmen hand in glove with real 
estate speculative interests, riding

Mr. Allen, as we all know, 
is part of the Knowland-landlord- 
speculation machine, and naturally 
voted as he did.

HOUSING MEASURE 

Mr. Allen says: 

“We then considered the Appro- 
priation Bill for Independent Offi- 
ces which provides for the Execu- 
tive Office of the President, the 
Atomic Energy Commission, Civil 
Service, Federal Communications, 
Federal Power and Federal Trade 
Commissions, the General Account- 
ing Office, the General Services Ad- 
ministration, the Smithsonian Insti- 
tute, the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity, the Veterans Administration 
and the maritime activities of the 
Department of Commerce. The bill 
also proposed legislation to cut 
down the public housing program 
and to restrict the size of the sub- 
sidized Merchant Marine. The House 
seemed inclined to approve of every 
cut that was proposed. A Texan of- 
fered an amendment to further re- 
duce a federal public housing pro- 
gram from 50,000 to 5000 units. It 
possed 181 to 113. It was estimated 
to save $746,000,000 in Treasury- 
guaranteed loans. I voted for it. I 
had doubted the wisdom of the pro- 
gram from the beginning. The 
President had requested a $25,000,- 
000 emergency fund. The Appropri- 
ations Committee cut it in half. An 
amendment to cut it further to 
$1,000,000, which has been the cus- 
tomary amount, passed 160 to 128. 
I voted for it. The Congress should 
keep control of the purse strings. 

It’s no surprise to labor people 
that Mr. Allen voted to wreck the 
public housing program. That's 
been a specialty of the Knowland- 
landlord - speculation machine for 
years around here, and it is cer- 
tainly bound to be the policy of 
their representative in Washington. 

Note, too, the little-boy glee with 
which Mr. Allen reports cutting 
down the emergency appropriation 
the President had asked for. Re- 
minds one of the Peck’s Bad Boy 
from Ohio, himself, Senator Taft.

In the first three months of this 
year there were 20 roll call votes 
in the Senate. McCarthy was in the 
Senate to vote only six times. He 
thus voted only 30 per cent of the 
time. 

Senators know in advance when 
almost all roll call votes are coming 
up. Even if a Senator finds he can- 
not be in the Senate to vote, he can 
arrange to have his position on a 
question announced. McCarthy did 
not even bother to do that. 

McCarthy’s record of absences is 
one of the worst in history. Most 
Senators were on hand to vote from 
75 to 90 per cent of the time last 
January, February and March.

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COURT UPHOLDS 
CIVIL LIBERTIES

A Supreme Court whose trumpet, 
since the passing of Justices Stone, 
Rutledge and Murphy, too often has 
given forth an uncertain sound on 
civil liberties has come down unani- 
mously on the side of the Bill of 
Rights. It has reversed the con- 
1 viction of two young Florida Ne- 
groes on charges of rape, and up- 
held the defense plea that sur- 
rounding conditions had made a 
| fair trial impossible.

The news of the alleged crime set 
off an explosion of local emotion 
culminating in the burning of Ne- 
gro homes and formation of a 
would-be lynching mob. When the

In the face of these circum- 
stances, Justice Jackson points out, 
the court rejected motions for 
change of venue and for postpon- 
ing the trial until passions subsided. 
It refused, said the justice, although 
it was doubtful that any jury could 
have been impaneled which had 
not already formed a judgment, 
and certain that no Negro juror, 
had there been one, could have 
held out for acquittal. 

Undoubtedly these, were the major 
grounds for the high court's re- 
versal. But the Jackson opinion 
had harsh words for the part it held 
a local newspaper had played in 
pouring oil upon the blaze. 

Some of Justice Jackson’s indict- 
ments seem debatable. Perhaps any 
newspaper would have quoted the 
sheriff when he announced the pris- 
oners had confessed. But the car- 
toon published during the grand 
jury hearings depicting electric 
chairs under the captidn “No Com- 
promise—Supreme Penalty” should 
make any newspaper ponder its re- 
sponsibilities as well as its freedoms.
